PROJECT WINS 


House Defeats Move to Take

Effort to Eliminate Two

Tarbulent Sesion Marks

WASHINGTON, June 3.—By a 
vote of 133 to 83. the House to- 
night defeated a move to eliminate 
the Illinois River project from the| 
$36,000,000 omnibus rivers and har- 


bors bill. Thig action came after 
nearly three hours of debate, dur- 
ing which opponents contended the 
Rivers and Harbors Committee has 
exceeded its authority in incorpo- 
rating the project in the measure. 

Representative Lehibach. Repub- 
lican, New Jersey, presiding, sus- 
tained the contention of the oppo- 
nents of the project but the Mouse 
overrode his decision. 

The same vote defeated also a
